Whereas, the majority of the ladies 
were more or less indignant in their 
protest in the matter; there were oth- 
érs who were very calm about the 
query and who observed that Atlanta 
women: had not up to the present fol- 
lowed the fashion of wonien in larger 
cities who do smoke. One woman re- 
marked that Atlanta women really did 
éverything well which they undertook, 
and that if they ever did take up 
smoking as a pleasurable , indulgence 
they would no doubt do,itrvery well 
and temperately, because» Atlanta 
women were’ temperate’ and: conserva- 
tive in whatever: they~ did. 

The query about the ‘smoking which 
has been sent to’all sections grew out 
of the story verified and published 
recently in a New York paper about a 
tashionable woman's club in New 
York, where several years ago a small 
room was designated as the one where 
the club members could go to smoke. 
The room soon became inadequate in 
size. Smoking began to be allowed 
in the ladies’ restaurant of the club; 
in the rest room and assembly 
room, finally the house committee of 
the club were called upon to protect 
in some way the women who did not 
smoke, for there was not a depart- 
ment of the building in which women 
members were not smoking. 

The little room formerly given to 
the smokers of several years ago is 
now turned over to club members 
who do not smoke. 

It is a question which will doubtless 
inspire sensational preachers every- 
where, and no doubt clubs themselves 
will begin to take up the matter, but it 
is so essentially a question of taste 
rather than manners or morals, there

NOT A NATIVE 
HABIT. 

Not long ago it was unusual for an 
American woman anywhere to be seen 
smoking, for the habit is one like 
many others which American women 
have copied from their British rela- 
tions and continental , cousins, The 
ladies of the diplomatic corps in Wash- 
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ington were among the first to smoke 


‘confined -4the;. indulgence, to private 
homes and generally‘in’ small parties 
after dinner.. The foreign women in 
New York~- became more open in their 
indulgence of it and then the closer 
relation ef Bohemia in this country, 
with people more conventional in their 
taste, has brought on mere laxity in 
the conduct of women in public places. 
Heretofore, when a woman lit a ciga- 
rette in a public place—a restaurant, 
cabaret or even in the lobbies of pub- 
lic hotels—people looked and wondered. 
Now ladies smoke in nearly all the 
larger hotels of the country after 
luncheon or dinner almost whenever 
or wherever they please. There are 
the ladies’ smoking rooms and there 
are the rooms where. smoking is per- 
mitted in various parts of the hotel. It 
may be only a question of time when 
in those places ladies not smoking will 
be noted and people will ask, “Who is 
the Priscilla?’ 

The truth is, that women appear in 
s0 many places now in which they did 
not appear some years ago, that the 
whole system pertaining to such mat- 
ters had changed. 

There was a time when women did 
not attend performances in which there 
was a ballet; or in which there were 
women who sang in, dancing choruses 
in abbreviated * skirts—the “dizzy 
blondes” they were formerly called—but 
now if there is a theater, a ballet, a 
vaudeville, or any sort of performance 
to which women do not go, what and 
where is it? 

At first they went to dance halls, 
quietly, and later to the cabaret to look 
on, but now they go to these places and 
participate in the program of dancing 
which goes on, and in which the democ- 
racy of the “Colonel's lady and Judy 
O’Grady,” prevails. 

In some cities Mrs. Blank, the wife 
of the leading man of the community, 
goes with her husband and daughters, 
and they see Mille. Nitoche, of the bal- 
let, at the next table, reaching for the 
same ash stand into which “mama and 
the daughters” flip off the ashes from 
their cigarettes.

An Atlanta woman talking tolerantly 
about smoking, though she does not and 
would not smoke herself, observed, in 
discussing the habit of smoking now 
so prevalent among women elsewhere, 
that she thought smoking, like other in- 
dulgence of women in public places, 
was vulgar.

Week—Many New Operas 
and New Singers Are on 
Schedule.

The announcement of the program 
and personnel of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera company’s season of 1916 
in Atlanta, April 24 to 29, inclusive, has 
met with an approval, an enthusiasm 
more general, apparently, than in any 
previous year. 

The average opera-goer and the se- 
rious music student alike profess them- 
selves pleased. And well they may, 
for variety, beauty, worth and novelty 
(novelty as regards the productire of 
certain operas in Atlanta) characterize 
the selection, while the three leading 
eofiductors, including two added to the 
Metropolitan forces since last year, are 
slated to come to Atlanta; many long- 
time favorites among the singers will 
be here, and several new stars, added 
this season to the Metropolitan’s incom- 
parable list of celebrities, will make 
their Atlanta debut in April. 

“Samson and Delilah.” 

The Atlanta season will be opened 
with the same opera which made the 
opening night of the New York season 
in November one of the most bril- 
liant in its history—Sain-Saens’ “Sam- 
son and Delilah,” or since it is French 
opera, to be sung in French, “Samson et 
Delila.” 

The character of the work 
as to make it a fittingly tremendous 
opening, comparing well, in inevitable 
brilliance, with any opening night in 
Atianta’s history of opera.

The Farrar appearances always 
draw record-breaking audiences and 
the “Butterfly” role is one of the chief 
instruments building the prima don- 
na’s fame and making her the most 
popular woman singer on the stage. 

In this opera will be heard for the 
first time in Atlanta Giuseppe de Luca, 
a new baritone with the Metropolitan, 
who is a sensation of the present sea- 
son in New York.

Letter From Gantt. 


Mr. Gantt’s letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: I see a oP 
tion is on over Colonel James M. Smith’s 
estate, and that even his parentage will 
be brought into dispute. 

I have intimately known Colonel 
Smith for some forty years, and once 
lived with him nearly a year, while 
helping to sell off his lands. 

There is no more doubt or question 
about James M, Smith’s paternity than 
that of any other old and well Known 
Georgia family. 

While Colonel Smith was a candidate 
for governor, he once, with his own 
| pen, wrote me a brief sketch of his life. 
‘to use if occasion required. He stated 
that he was born near Danbureg, in 
Wilkes county, Georgia; that his fa- 
ther was Zadoc Smith and his mother 
a Boatright. He stated that his fa- 
ther was a volunteer in the war of 
1812, and while an uneducated man, 
was a broad-minded and patriotic Amer- 
ican. His mother was an educated 
woman, and died when he was a child. 
He said she always impressed upon him 
the duty to ever speak the truth. to 
be sober, moral and by all means to 
secure an education. When some 18 
years old, he told his father that he 
wanted to strike out for himself and 
he was given permis§ion to do so. 
His first work was cutting cord wood 
for the Georgia railroad at 35 cents 
per cord, and Colonel Smith added, “and 
I cut an honest cord, with the split 
side of wood turned down.” 


Leved Bat One Woman. 


During the gubernatorial campaign, 
many slanderous falsehoods were pub- 
lished on Colonel Smith, but there was 
not a more moral home in the state 
than his. Colonel] Smith told me that 
he never loved but one woman, and he 
was not a man to change his affections.

Local taxation for ‘school purposes, 
coupled with compulsory education, Is, un- 
doubtedly, the best known remedy proposed 
to date to meet this situation. Perhaps it 
would not immediately or wholly eliminate 
the adult illiteracy of today, but certainly it 
would materially assist in that direction. 

It ig a remarkable fact that the state of 
Georgia today appropriates directly from its 
treasury more money for education in pro- 
portion to the amount supplied by local tax- 
ation than any other state in the union, ex- 
cept one—Alabama. Forty Georgia counties, 
not quite one-third of the state’s government 
units, but including all the larger counties 
and the majority of the state’s population, 
have already applied the local taxation rem- 
edy, and not one of them would consent to 
go back to the old plan. It is particularly 
noteworthy here that the average of adult 
illiteracy is lowest in these local taxation 
counties. 

The county school commissioners of 
Georgia, in their last state convention, 
unanimously declared that local taxation is 
the solution of the illiteracy problem. Un- 
questionably, Georgia must look to local tax- 
ation, assisted by compulsory education, to 
eliminate the illiteracy which is weighting 
down the state. It should be applied in 
every county in Georgia. It is the one rem- 
edy in which there is any present hope, but 
if anybody has or can suggest a better plan, 


ment of the laws, Georgia may hope to get 
rid of this milistone of lawlessness through 
her own agencies. te 
But if they do not? There is the ques- 
tion. It is then that we shall be called upon 


short of apalling, regardless of the fact that 


, the figures involve an extensive portion of 


negro population. 

Now, if the state superintendent and his 
associates on the state board of education 
will devote themselves as earnestly to ap 
plying the remedy as they have in demon- 
strating the existence of the deficiency, 
Georgia may hope for the attainment of 
substantial results. 

We cannot begin any sooner than today, 
but we can and should begin now to elimi- 
nate the evil Which has too long held back- 
the state. More than that, it is our impera- 
tive duty to do it. 


A CENTRAL HIGH SCHOOL 
AILANTA’S MISSING LINK 
The story of the ideal educational system 
in which every branch and department, from 
kindergarten through university with its 


»master of arts degree, co-ordinate one with 


another, fitting like hand and glove, is 
graphically told in these three paragraphs 
from the remarkable article of Raymond 
kEverette White, on the splendid educationai 
system of Cincinnati, which The Constitu- 
tion prints today: 


In a little cottage at the foot of the 
eminence in Cincinnati known as Clif- 
ton Heights, lives a family, the head of 
which is a factory foreman.

And that is a big all! 
woman in Atlanta, and every child who is 
old enough to read, should ponder every 
word of this page story of one of the most 
remarkable, most complete and best co- 
ordinated systems of education anywhere 
in the world. | 

It is not only a revelation of what may 
be, but it is a striking disclosure of At- 
lanta’s deficiency in the absence of a modern 
high school plant, the one missing link, the 
thing now most needed to give this city 
within the next two or three years a thor- 
oughly co-ordinated system of education like 
that of Cincinnati, where kindergarten fits 
into public school, public school into high 
school, and high school into university, just 
as one grammar school grade leads by 
simple transition to the next. 

Atlanta has the foundation in one of the 


Dest and strongest grammar school systems 


to be found anywhere in the United States. 
And now we are about to set the dome and 
capstone in the construction, already under 
way, of two highest class universities, 
Emory and Oglethorpe. These two univer- 
sities, the one under Presbyterian, the other 
under Methodist, control, are to be wholly 
non-sectarian, and their doors are to open 
wide to every student of whatever thought 
or belief, with the same religious freedom he 
might have and expect under the direct 
tutelage of the state. And as if they were 
not enough, Georgia’s great Technological 
school is here to top the city’s wonderful 
educational system. 

But between foundation and capstone, 
what is there? A ragged high school sys- 
tem, as efficient, it is true, as it is possible 
for it to be under prevailing conditions, but 
a crumbling mass of antiquated masonry in 
comparison to the foundation and the roof 
and dome to be set upon it. 

What are we going to do about it? City 
council, board of education, county commis- 
sioners, citizens, everybody, is agreed that 
a compact central university high school is 
Atlanta’s most imperative educational need. 
Then, why not move toward its achieve- 
ment? Its establishment and construction 
are not a matter of a day or a week orevena 
year. It may take two, three years to build 
and perfect it. In the meantime, foundation 
waits without a bridge or stair to reach the 
top. Realizing imperative necessity, we are 
but loitering on the way! 

- Let’s get busy now and supply Atlanta’s 
educational missing link—the university high 
school.

CHILDREN’S THRIFT CAMPAIGN 


Those who are interested in the develop- 
ment of the thrift campaign throughout the 
country look forward to a record-breaking 
year in “thrift banking accounts.” Of the 
thrift banking club idea The Houston 
(Texas) Post says: 


One of the most gratifying evidences 
of the success of the campaign is found 
among the children. One plan is the 
“Christmas Banking Club,” which enables 
a child to deposit a penny the first week 
and add a penny a week until Christ- 
mas, when their total savings will aggre- 
gate $12.75, a substantial sum of Christ- 
mas money for the child. 

In like ratio the 2-cent deposit simi- 
larly increased every week yields $25.50, 
the 5-cent deposit $63.75, the dime de- 
posit $127.50, and so on. 


Attention is directed to what was ac- 
complished on this line in New Orleans, last 
Christmas, “when $375,000 was paid out of 
thrift accounts to depositors by one banking 
institution.”

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SCHOOL FOR THE NEGRO COOKS 
SHOULD BE MADE PERMANEN 


By Iisma Dooly. 

The school for negro cooks now being 
operated in Taft Hall for the benefit of 
Atlanta’s negro women who wish to be- 
come more efficient in the domestic art of 
cooking, is furnishing not only a demonstra- 
tion of the kind of institution Atlanta needs 
in this direction, but furnishes a dally scene 
of live interest and inspiration. 

The capacity of Taft Hall has limited 
the number attending the school to eight 
hundred, the attendance averaging that each 
day. The expert in charge is Mrs. S. C. Dull, 
one of the best culinary artists in the south, 
and the school igs under the auspices and 
direction of the Atlanta Woman’s club and 
the Atlanta Gas Light company. 

The lessons are given each afternoon at 
3 o'clock, this giving cooks in service the 
opportunity to attend after they have served 
the mid-day meal. They register on arriv- 
ing at the school, are given a card, and 
after each lesson the card is punched, signi- 
fying its use by the patron. At the end of 
the school a certificate is given those who 
have attended all the lessons, this testifying 
to a certain amount of knowledge oktained 
at the school. - 

The first day’s attendance at the school, 
the earnest attention of patrons and many 
incidents to the enterprise furnish a story 
abounding in human interest. 

Committees of the Atlanta Woman's club 
are present at each lesson, thus signifying 
the co-operation of Atlanta’s housekeepers 
with the general moyement to bettér the con- 
dition of Atlanta’s domestic employees. 

Back History. 

HDarly in the fall The Constitution began 
a series of articles bearing on the necessity 
of some defined movement to better a condi- 
tion generally classed under the head of 
the “servant question.” Housekeepers wrote 
letters to the paper asking that something 
be done to bettér the condition of domestic 
employees. Many negro men and women 
representing the best ciass of their race wrote 
asking for better training of the masses 
of the race in industriai and domestic labor. 

Among the last letterg written by Booker 
T. Washington was one to the writer of this 
article, commending one which urged a 
school for “grown-ups” among negro em- 
ployees and a survey of the common school 
system in the state with a view to rational- 
izing it, that it might more nearly meet the 
needs of the negro child of the present day. 

Un this line, The Constitution carried 
articles on November 14, 21 and 28, 19165. 

In these articles there was no reservation 
of the tact that there was inefficiency among 
the white housekeepers and that they them- 
selves needed Knowiedge in housenoid eco- 
nomics and domestic science. It was urged 
that there should be a better understanding 
between the housekeepers and the negro 
women employees, and that some medium 
shouid be established by which they could 
come together. 

Eugenia Hope, one of the most estimable 
negro women in Atlanta, oppeesee before 
the Woman’s club and described a settle- 
ment work which she was doing and for 
which she asked aid or co-operation from the 
club women. Her work was indorsed and 
she was promised aid. 

In early. January there was started The 
Constitution’s cooking school for house- 
keepers, which proved to be a most success- 
ful institution lasting for several weeks and 
carrying a patronage of thousands of women. 


The Lesson Suggested. 

“If the women who do not have to cook, 
but who wish to acquaint themselves with 
certain principles of cooking that they may 
the better-direct their employees, have found 
it to their advantage to have these practical 
instructions, how much more necessary it is 
to give the negro women ‘who actually do 
the work some opportunity to better equip 
themselves,” reasoned The Constitution in 
an eaitorial, January 16, 1916. 

In the meantime representatives from or- 
ganizations Among the negroes themselves 
communicated with Mrs. P. Js McGovern, Mrs, 
Neiiie Peters Black and others of the Atianta 
Woman's club, in the interest of a school for 
negro cooks, and it would seem that the 
cooking scnool now in progress in Taft Hall 
is a logical answer to the call. 

But this school is but temporary. What 
can be done to make a permanent institu- 
tion of the Kind, where the “grown-ups” 
umong the racé in Ailanta m@) Mave ine 
opportunity to better equip themselves for 
the avocation which lies open to them in the 

uth? 
an The common school curriculum of the 
present does not train the negro for indus- 
trial or domestic service. It g.ves him none 
of the vocational training that would even 
suggest to him all tnat lies before him in 
industrial and domestic service. 

The negro, whose hard-working father or 
mother has given him the chance of an edu- 
eation, frequently cannot earn the wages 
that his father and mother earn, and he is 
utterly lacking in the initiative or training 
which wouia make him the more useful to 
himself and the community at large. 

What Is the Remedy? 

Until this condition is remedied, the only 
chance for increased efficiency of those in 
service, lies in the institution for grown-upe 
which the school in Taft Hall reperesents. 

If anyone doubts that there is a desire 
among the negro employees of Atlanta to 
increase their efficiency, they have oniy to 
go and look in the eight hundred dark faces 
which are one in their attention at the cook- 
ing school each afternoon. They are there, 
young and old. Some there are who can re-

The women in the cooking school may be 
said to represent almost every element of 
the negro race. And it is every element of 
the race which must be dealt with, before 
any practical thing can be done toward solv- 
ing any phase of the race problem, as it 
relates to domestic service. 

It is to be hoped that the organizations 
interested and representing the housekeep- 
ers of Atlanta, and those organizations rep- 
resenting the negroes themselves, have al- 
ready begun to plan a permanent institution 
similar to the temporary one which the cook- 
ing school in Taft Hall represents. 

Commending the School. 

Commending the school and drawing at- 
tention to certain incidents in its establish- 
ment which prove the interest of the repre- 
sentative negroes in it, comes a letter from 
Mrs. Edward T. Ware, who, in a continued 
and active work looking to the educational 
and industrial development of the negroes, 
writes as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: I have seen in The 
Constitution several notices of the cooking 
school for negroes, now in Taft Hall, and I 
note with pleasure your editorial suggestion 
that from this temporary scnool should come 
some permanent institution of the kind. 

‘There is one very interesting thing about 
the conduct of this school which you may 
not know, as I have seen no mention of it. 

“The Gate City Free Kindergarten asso- 
ciation has made itself responsible for the 
foodstuffs used in the cooking school dem- 
onstrations, and, indeed, throv~* Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black and this association the idea 
of having the cooking school had its birth. 

“Now, the Gate City Free Kindergarten 
association is composed of colored women 
who have been supporting five mission kin- 
dergartens in the most needy parts of the 
city. They provide trained teachers who do 
social settlement work, ramifying into many 
hidden places. Children who come doped, 
with no undergarments, sometimes in most 
pitiful plight, are followed to their homes 
and are ministered unto. EBagerness to bring 
better sanitation and moral shelter to these 
children has led the teachers and the good 
women who support them into some places 
in our city which sadly needed them. During 
the ten vears of the association's service 
many a child too young for or shut out 
from the overcrowded public school, ye 
unguarded by parents away at work, has ha 
a chance to start on the right way in the 
happy work of a kindergarten. 

Their Work. - 

“When I learned, yesterday, that the beg- 
ging for materials for the cooking school 
from merchants was hard work and that not 
all the material for demonstration was at 
hand, though bravely pledged by this asso- 
ciation, I felt that you would be interested 
to know this.

MARYLAND. 


BY GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “Ati Good Old Siwash.” 


Maryland is a northern state with a south- 
ern accent. It is located in, around and 
among the Chesapeake bay, which forms a 
sort of salt water spinal column for the state. 
Maryland is not much larger than Massa- 
chusetts, having only 10,000 square miles of 
land, but it is not nearly so chrowded with 
taxpayers. Its population is about 1,400,000, 
almost 600,000 of whom are jammed tightly 
together in Baltimore, which is the only city 
in the state large enough to make a fast 
train hesitate on its way. 

Maryland was settled almost 300. years 
ago, its early inhabitants being attracted by 
the oysters in Chesapeake boy. Maryland peo- 
ple have been eating oysters ever since, and 
have been throwing the shells on. the public 
roads. This has produced several hundred 
miles of dazzling white highways of superior 
excellence, and if the appetite of the people 
and the supply of oysters continue to hold 
out for another 300 years there will not be 
a bad road in the state. 

Besides paving its roads with oyster shells, 
Maryland ships its justly celebrated bivalves 
to all parts of the country. No church socia- 
ble would be a success without a Maryland 
oyster. Thus Maryland has carried out nobly 
the purpose of its founders, which was to 
secure religious liberty and prosperity. The 
Maryland crab is also well and favorably 
known, and the state produces enough tobac- 
co each year to make several thousand cords 
of the best grade of stogies. 

Maryland people have always been proud 
and aristocratic, and are also democratic, 
though not to excess. The capital of the state 
is cleverly concealed at Annapolis, where ao 
the United States also maintains its great 
admiral factory. The District of Columbia, 
in which Washington is located, is surround- 
ed on three sides by Maryland, but thus far 
no Marylaud statesman has been able to 
edge into the presidentia) chair. | 

Maryland has had an eventful history. It 
had a private war of its own about 200 years 
ago and took an active part in the revolution. 
Baltimore was attacked in 1812 by the Brit- 
ish and responded by producing “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” one of the finest vocal sky- 
scrapers in existence.

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
much ‘interest the editorials and letters 
printed in The Constitution for the past few 
weeks on the subject of lynching.

But I have seen 
no remedy yet suggested which I believe will 
stop the crime. It gets worse instead of 
better, and we are coming to where a lynch- 
ing mekes but little impression on the com- 
munity in which the crime is committed. 


this crime. To mention that will throw some 
folks into conniption fits. But the onlv thing 
_I see that can meet the situation is for Uncle 
Sam to have jurisdiction in all cases of 
lynching. The state is helpless. It can’t do 
a thing about the matter. No community 
will punish the lynchers. It must be done 
by the United States government. 

When Attorney General Gregory proposed 
to try Watson outside of Georgia a howl 
went up from one end of the state to the 
other. If was a reflection on the state, we 
were told. But the reflection consisted in 
the fact that Georgia cannot be depended on 
to enforce her laws. I know, and you know, 
and everybody else knows that Georgia laws/ 
are not enforced with any degree of cer- 
tainty against crime. I no more believe that 
Watson could be convicted in Georgia than 
that I can fly, no matter what the proof. I 
know nothing as to the truthfulness of the 
charges against him, and as for that matter 
I do not believe his paper has sinned more 
than many others in the vileness of its pub- 
lications. But Georgia is helpless to enforce 
her laws against crime. — 

Until the government takes this matter 
in hand, removing it from its local influences. 
the crime will continue. When the state either 
cannot, or will not, enforce the law and put 
down crime, the government should do it. 
All the talk about states’*rights is rot. If 
the state won't enforce law, and preserve 
order, the nation ought to’ do it. The state 
has no right to a right she will not exercise 
for the protection of her people by the main- 
tenance of law and order. Give Uncle Sam 
jurisdiction in all cases of lynching, and he 
will stop it. Without that the time is far 
in the future when it will be done.

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Industrial Freedom 
Of America Depends 
On Work of Chemists 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—Inde- 
pendence for America, financial and indus- 
trial, as complete as the political independ- 
ence we now enjoy, the dream of many 
scientists and business men of the United 
States. In accomplishing this result much 
will depend on the skill of our chemists. 

Present events have demonstrated the im- 
portant position of the chemist in peace and 
war. wUur industries now crippled for 
want of dyestuffs because American chemists 
have not had the individual aggressiveness 
and the governmental backing that the Ger- 
mans have had. We have, therefore, been 
dependent upon Germany for a vast number 
of chemical products. 

Big changes are certain to follow the 
war. They will affect business as well as 
boundary lines. How to meet them, prepare 
for them, discount them, if possible, is now 
engaging the attention of all thoughtful men. 
One of the biggest things to be guarded 
against is dependence upon foreign sources 
of supply for things vitally needed for our 
industries. | 

“The suddenly and 
brusquely, like a blow In the face,” said Pro- 
fessor Thomas H. Norton, expert in’ chem- 
istry of the United States department of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, and formerly 
consul general at Chemitz, Germany. “Time 
is required for the application of the lesson, 
but on every hand are evidences that it has 
been well learned. 

“The organized productive activities of 
this land, agricultural and industrial,” he 
continued, “are gradually forming the iron 
resolve that never again shall they be ex- 
posed to the anxiety, the uncertainty, the 
loss, resultant from widespread dependence 
upon foreign sources for a multitude of prod- 
ucts vitally essential to the very continu- 
ance of sources of gainful occupation.” 

Professor Norton was one of the first to 
see the need for building up an aniline dve 
industry in this country, and has written 
many authoritative articles on the subject. 
He is consulted almost daily by representa- 
tives of big industries who have felt the 
pinch of the war shutting off their sources 
of foreign supply of necessary chemical 
products. 

He says this is the day of opportunity far 
America, It has not only the right, but faces 
a patriotic duty, based on the law of self. 
preservation, to save o economic world 
from threatened dislocation and anemia by 
the prompt creation upon American soil of 
the requisite industries in such form as ade- 
quately and permanently to insure the na- 
tion’s material life from all danger, actual 
and prospective. 

Writing recently in The Scientific Ameri- 
can, to which he is a regular contributor, 
Professor Norton said: 

“For the great mass of chemical products 
we have been obliged to seek foreign sources, 
chiefly in Germany. There are few industries 
not dependent upon a varied supply of chem- 
icals. Our agricultural interests were forced 
to import Chile saltpeter for their nitrates 
and turned to the mines of Strassturt for their 
potash. The colors for our vast textile in- 
dustry, with an annual output worth §$1,640,- 
000,000; our leather, paper, ink, paint and var- 
nish branches, with a total output vaiued at 
$1,550,000,000, and scores of minor indus- 
tries, originated chiefly in Germany.” : 

After discussing the arti¥iciai dye situa- 
tion at some length he predicts that 1917 
will see the buik of coaitar colors used in 
our divers industries, made in our own fae- 
tories from American raw materials. For 
our annual supply of potash, which costs 
$17,000,000, we have as a s0Urce of raw 
supply the kelp of the Pacific coust, the 
feldspar of Utah and the brine of our weste 
ern lakes. 

“Of still greater importance 
ture, for the arts, and notably for military 
preparedness,” he continues, “is the factor 
of nitrogen. We send abroad annualiy $30,- 
690,000 for nitrogenous material, $17,660,000 
going to Chile. Civilized life is unthinkable, 
national defense against invasion impossi- 
ble, without an adequate suppiy of nitrogen 
in a combined form. The complete conquest 
of the air, the industrial transmutation of 
the invisible medium in which we live and 
breathe, into the handmaid of American in- 
dustry, is the grand problem now confront- 
ing our nation’s chemists.”

We as a state &ppreciate the work of 
the Hannah Clark chapter, and are 
deeply grateful to the mayor and citi- 
zens of old St. Mary’s for all that they 
have done or have promised to do 
for us. 

At the June meeting of our executive 
board a note was authorized sent to the 
mayor of St. Mary’s, expressing regret 
at not being able _to accept their liberal 
offer. And here let your. regent say 
that aside from the pride it would have 
given me to have seen the foundation 
laid for a splendid school in south 
Georgia, there would also have been an 
especially strong and becoming pride 
in the selection of a site at St. Mary’s 
for the reason that in the early days 
of Georgia my ancestors were among 
the early settlers of this quaint village, 
and today the most prominent street 
in St. Mary’s bears the name of a pater- 
nal ancestor. 

The members of the Hannah Clarke 
chapter could not have known this, but 
lest they might feel that failure was 
because of lack of interest, we express 
to them our personal regret that the 
proposition would not meet the require- 
ments. 

In April a letter was received from 
our then governor-elect, the Hon. N. E. 
Harris, asking for a Georgia state flag 
to be placed in the court of the post- 
office department at Washington, D. C., 
on Flag day, June 14, 

I immediately consulted our state 
chairman of flags, Mrs. R. P. Brooks, 
and she most liberally offered to do- 
nate the flag, but as we felt that this 
should be state work and the gift of 
the state, I asked that she accept this 
view, subject to the décision of the ex- 
ecutive board. She graciously consent- 
ed, sent her personal check with our 
order for the flag and we wefe ena- 
bled to oa. with the request of our 
governor. ou have heard the report 
of the June meeting and know, that 
they unanimously accepted the placing 
of this flag as state work and ordered 
that Mrs, Brooks be reimbursed. 

In placing our state flag in the na- 
tion’s capital, I do not feel that we 
have violated any parliamentary law 
of our organization. 

The call came to us foréa Georgia 
state flag and I responded to this call 
by sending the only’ flag recognized by 
the laws of our state. 

Could we as a great organization 8 
one moment hesitate to respond to suc 
a call? ‘ 

We, the executive board, have placed 
in our nation’s capital the flag of our 
state, but this does not in any respect 
limit discussion as to its merits as 
our flag, and this conference may dis- 
cuss, reject or approve any flag they 
please and then make their appeal to 
the state legislature for any change 
they may approve, but the fact remains 
that our legally accepted flag now 
floats in the department of the post- 
office in Washington, D. C.

The company operates plants at Dal- 
las, Memphis, Atlanta and other points, 
and has just taken over at Memphis 
the plant of J. J. Heinrich company, 
manufacturers of carbonated water and 
beverages. 

After an experiment covering several 
weeks the company. has just completed a 
process by which it is turning out a 
most high-class transparent jelly. It 
carries a combination of one pound of 
fruit to one pound of sugar, the juice 
being sterilized in large glass-lined 
tanks. It makes one of the most at- 
tractive packages the company has so 
far put out, and, while it retails for 10 
cents, it is claimed that it is of the 
same size and weight as packages 
which retail for 26 cents. Already the 
company has a big demand for this 
jelly, more than 6,000 cases being book- 
ed, and they have just began its manu-

Again With Brooklyn 
Nationals.

Recently I have received inquiries 
Afrom baseball fans from various sec- 
tions of the state) asking where Sher- 
rod Smith was from, what is his com- 
plete record since He entered the pro- 
fessional ranks of baseball, etc? 

There are fans and baseball players 
“near Mansfield who do not know where 
their idol was born, nor do they know 
iwery much about Sherrod Smith, sim- 
ply because he was never press agent- 
“ed in the Atlanta papers, like Cobb, 
Rueker and other Georgians. 

Sherrod Smith was barn in Jasper 
‘county, a few miles south of Mansfield, 
Ga., on February 18, 1892. Thus he has 
just celebrated his twenty-fourth birth- 
day. He is the fifth child of Mr. and 
‘Mrs. Henry Smith. 

His father died when Sherrod was in 
his ‘teens. The Smith’s moved to 
Mansfield several years ago. 

Sherrod began playing ball with the 
Jocal team and his playing was s0 
sensational that Mansfield boys organ- 
ized a fast team to see what Sherrod 
‘could do against the best amateurs. 
They played against such teams as 
Madison, Tennille and other teams con- 
sidered the best in the state. The last 
year Sherrod played with Mansfield was 
4n 1909. The next year he played with 
different teams in south Georgia. 


Jeins Jacksonville. 


The latter part of 1910 he joined the 
Jacksonville team in the South Atlan- 
tic league. With this team he won six 
games and lost only one. 

The next season he was signed by 
the Pittsburg National league team. He 
was not given much chance to show 
what he had, and Fred Clarke sent him 
to Minneapolis for more seasoning. 
Here he won five games and lost two, 
hut for some reason he was sent to 
Greenwood, Cotton States league.

The beginning of the 1912 season 
found Sherrod again with Pittsburg, 
but he was sent on to Springfield in 
the Central league. He won sixteen 
games with that team and _ lost 
twelve. ° 

Again he was the property of the 
Pittsburg club, but again he was 
“sent back,” and the beginning of the 
1918 season found Sherrod with Louis- 
Ville in the American association. 


Goes to Grand Rapids. 


He remained there long endugh to 
-win five straight games after losing 
three. Despite his good record with 
that team. Jack Hayden saw fit to dis- 
pose of him, and he was sold to Grand 
Rapids, Mich., team, Pittsburg refus- 
ing to recall him. 

With Grand Rapids Smith won eleven 
games and lost two. He also batted 
well with that team; his average was 
well over .300. Sherrod was drafted 
by the Newark club, '_ International 
league, in 1913. 

The 1914 season was the worst Sher- 
rod has ever experienced. He had 
much trouble with his arm and was not 
in very good shape any time during 
the season. He won only about ten 
games and lost twelve.

Washington, March 4.—The United 


States is preparing to make formal de- 


mands upon Austria-Hungary as a re; 
sult of the attack by an Austrian sub- 
marine upon the American tank steam- 
er Petrolite. A note on the subject will 
be dispatched within the next few days. 
Apelegy and Reparation. 

It was authoritatively stated tonight 
that the United States would stand by 
its original contentions and ask an 
apology for the attack, punishment of 
the submarine commander, and repara- 
tion for the damage done to the vessel 
and injuries inflicted on a member of 
the crew who was hit by a piece of 
shell. 

In repiy to the first American com- 
munication on the subject, Austria in- 
formed the state department that its 
version of the affair was that the sub- 
marine commander thought the Petree 
lite an enemy ship disguised with the 
American flag; that he fired on the ves- 
sel because he belieevd it was about to 
ram his ship, and that the commander 
of the Petrolite voluntarily furnished 
provisions when asked to do so. 

Austrian Version Contradicted. 

The state department since has se- 
cured additional information from the 
captain and crew of the Petrolite, di- 
rectly contradictory to the Austrian 
version. They have declared in affi- 
davits that the Petrolite was stopped 
in the Mediterranean by an Austrian 
submarine, which fired a number of 
shells at her: that the submarine com: 
mander asked for food, which the com- 
mander of the Petrolite refused to give 
him, and that the commander of the 
submarine then held one of the mem- 
bers of the tanker’s crew as a hostage 
while his men went aboard the ship 
and took such stores as they desired.

West Virginia in 1912; Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Oregon, Virginia and Washington 
in 1914; Alabama became dry in 1915 
and Arkansas and South Carolina on 
January 1, 1916. South Carolina put 
prohibition in her state constitution 
and Iowa has adopted legislation look- 
ing toward statewide prohibition. 
National Prehibition Next. 

The influence of these victories has 
been to inspire the prohibition forces to 
try again for national prohibition, 
Pressure from the dry states is being 
brought to bear to make the national 
capital dry, and the next move will be 
to secure the enactment of the Hobson 
amendment to the federal constitution 
prohibiting the sale or manufacture for 
sale of liquor in the entire nation. 


In this connection it may be interest- ' 


ing to note that more persons in Geor- 
gia paid the federal tax in the year 
1914 than did the year before prohibi- 
tion became effective. Payment of this 


tax is not a license to sell liquor, but | 


simply discharges any obligation to the 
national government. The person sgell- 
ing liquors may still be punished by the 
state.

Reservists would receive a 
minimum pay of $24 a year and the 
president would have authority to mob- 
ilize the reserve in time of actual or 
threatened hostilities. 
Inducement for Recruits. 


As an additional inducement for re- 
cruits, provision is made that men who 
have completed six years’ service in the 
army may be examined by a board of 
officers to determine the civil occu- 
pations for which they are qualified, 
and they would be eligible to appoint- 
ment to civil service positions of that 
nature without a civil service examina- 
tion. The president also would have 
power to appoint one man from each 
regiment to the military academy. 

The reserve officers’ training corps 
would have senior and junior grades 
established at civil educational institu- 
tions where military courses are pro- 
vided with an army officer detailed as 
instructor.

Provision is made also for 
examination of all officers appointed 
by state authorities and for the in- 
clusion of officers of the national) 
guard in the personnel of the militia 
division of thé war department. 

The national guard provisions of the 
bill probably will be substituted by the 
house provisions, when the two bills 
reach conference. The senate commit- 
tee gave particular attention to the 
regular army features, while the house 
made the federalization project its 
main object.

Chamberlain Discusses Measure. 


“It is the most comprehensive meas- 
ure in the way of preparedness ever 
presented to congress,” Senator Cham- 
berlain said. “The new mobile army 
will comprise sixty-four regiments of 
infantry organized into seven di- 
visions, twenty-five regiments of cav- 
alry in two divisions and the remain- 
ing regiments attached to infantry df- 
visions, twenty-two regiments of field 
artillery and seven regiments of en- 
gineers. 

“Provision is made for the organiza- 
tion of volunteer forces in each con- 
gressional district. More liberal ap- 
propriations for the national guard and

“The expansive principle of the army 
is continued, but the minimum strength 
of organizations is not so low as at 
present, no organization being required 
to absorb more than one-third of its 
war strength of reservists or recruits in 
event of war. This gives a peace 
strength for the regular army of about 
178,000 men and a war strength of 
about 250,000, which, with the federal 
volunteers and national guard, should 
eventually provide a much better state 
of defense than at present. Summer 
camps of instruction will be provided 
for those who do not find it convenient 
to attach themselves to any of the 
forces authorized permanently.”

Im portant Developments 
May Follow Visit Here of 
Hugh L. Cooper, Who 
Built Keokuk Dam.

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)— 


the world, at Keokuk, lowa, will visit 
Georgia within the next few days to 
inspect some water power sites. 

Mr. @ooper’s decision to go to Geor- 
gia himself for a personal inspection 
of the available undeveloped water 
powers of the state is considered sig- 
nificant. Thera are probably twenty- 
five or thirty engineer inspectors in 
his company, any one of whom under 
ordinary circumstances would be con- 
sidered competent to make such an 
investigation, 

Investment of a large amount of cap- 
ital in the state may follow Mr. Cooper’s 
visit, if he is pleased with what h 
finds. The probability of large indus- 
trial development in the southeast after 
the war, which will utilize the coal and 
iron deposits and which will require 
increased power, is directing a new at- 
tention, the attention of capitalists to 
the south’s water powers, particularly 
in the Atlanta-Birmingham district. 

But Little Development. 

Practically no hydro-electric develop- 
ment has taken place in the United 
States in the last seven years on ac- 
count of the failure of congress to pass 
favoring legislation. Such bills have 
been pending for several years, but 
the conservationists have always been 
able to defeat them and keep the water 
powers locked up and held away from 
the people’s use. 

N Georgia is in the fortunate position 

f having a large stream—the Chatta- 
hoochtee river—both banks of which are 
within the state. It is contended that 
the approval of congress is not needed 
to permit a dam being built in this 
stream. A dam was puilt at Colum- 
bus over half a century ago, and one 
at Bull Sluice twenty years ago. Neither 
was authorized by congress. There 
are other places along the river where 
it is believed profitable development 
could take place. 

Mr. Cooper, while here today on busi- 
ness before a congressional commit- 
tee, ridicuJed the claim of conserva-

tionists that a water power trust exists. 
He says the evils of monopoly in this 
business are not possible, since elec- 
tric power costs five timefwas much 
per horse power as steam, Whenever 
the price to the consumer is raised, 
Mr. Consumer will go back to steam 
power. 

In an article in The Qutlook of Feb- 
ruary 9, 1916, Mr. Cooper states that 
$75,000,000 is awaiting investment in 
American water powers if the laws gov- 
erning such investment are liberalized. 
He says: 

Oppertunities in Seuth. 
, Water power development in the 
United States is at a very low ebb, and 
many are asking why. The ever-rising 
Standards of living make the demand 
for power greater each year. In 1850 
we used three-tenths of a ton of coal 
per capita per annum. y we use 
twenty times as much, and most of 
this is for industrial power purposes. 
Seven hundred and fifty thousand min- 
ers produced the coal we consumed in 
1913, at the rate of 760 tons per miner 
per annum. By the year 1940 we will 
probably be using 1,200,000,000 tons of 
coal per annum and require - 1,600,000 
miners. <A practical economic question 
may well here arise, Have we the coal 
and what. will be the probable cost of 
it? Statistics show that we have the 
coal for many years to come, but also 
show that the economical deposits are 
being worked first, and, as the coal be- 


Bi comes deeper, the costs increase rap- 


idly. 
A United States government esti- 
es show about 60,000,000 horse- 
ower now undevelo in. the United 
tates. Probably 15,000,000 of this 
horse-power is worth developing under 
present conditions. As to the value of 
the 15,000,000 horse-power to our peo- 
ple when its development is completed 
much can be said. The larger propor- 
tion of this updeveloped power is in 
the south and west, where there are 
room and need for great industrial ex- 
pansion if the south and west are to 
enjoy the industrial advantages that 
obtain in New England. Fifteen mil- 
lion utilized horse-power means the 


conservation of about 100,000,000 tons 
of coal per annum, costing at this time 
about $225,000,000 annually in the boiler 
furnaces, and the conservation of the 
labor of about 280,000 miners and steam 
station operatives annually for other 
uses; $225,000,000 would buy 2,250,000 
acres of good cultivated farm land. Sup- 
ose, instead of wasting, as we now are, 
225,000,000 worth of coal and labor 
per annum, in some way we were de- 
stroying 2,250,000 acres of our farms 
every year, how long would 
our good voters to make a noise that 
would be heard and acted upon in 
Washington, to the end that the farm- 
destroying would cease? And yet that 
in effect is exactly what is going on 
today in the water power field. The 
280,000 laborers would be available for 
other safer, more useful, and healthful 
employment, affording general relief to 
the agricultural and manufacturing in- 
dustries.” 


WAR VERY PROFITABLE 
FOR THE SHIP OWNERS 


Copenhagen, March 4.—(Via London.) 
The Danish commercial journal, Boer- 
sen, commenting upon the shipping sit- 
uation states that two Danish shipping 
companies have declared a dividend of 
20 per cent, four of 30 per cent, four of 
40 per cent, six of 50 per cent and one 
of 100'‘per cent. The publication points 
out that these high rate dividends are 
not confined to Denmark, but obtain 
in all maritime countries aside from 
Germany and Austria. 

Such’ dividends, says The Boersen. 
are simply a compensation to neutral 
shipping for many lean years during 
which no dividends, or very small ones, 
were paid. 

It cites the example of the company 
now paying 100 per cent, which for 
ten years had only paid an average 
dividend of $ per cent.

Pays Tribete to Men.. . 

Mr. Blalock deals with the fact that 
the revenue agent’s force is small and 
points out that if the raiders are to 
be successful they must have hearty 
co-operation. He advises that the gov- 
ernment will be represented only by 
upright, competent officers, his state- 
ment in this regard being a high trib- 
ute to the men who work as raiders 
in the revenue department. 

Since the decision of the government 
to discontinue the payment of inform- 
ers, many letters have been received 
by the internal revenue agent stating 
that he will receive the hearty co- 
operation of officers throughout the 
state of Georgia. Similar results are 
expected from Mr. Blalock’s letter and 
it is more than likely that charges of 
judges in the future will deal with the 
question of illicit distilling at some 
length. 

A number of plants have been de- 
stroyed since the new rule of the gov- 
ernment became effective and the of- 
ficers charged with the duty of de- 
creasing the number of distilleries in 
Georgia appear to be greatly pleased 
with the results obtained under the 
new order. 

Blalock’s Letter. 
The letter of Collector Blalock fol- 


lows: 

To Judges Superior, County and City 
Courts—Dear Sir: o B. B. Bouldin, 
revenue agent of the division of Georgia 
and Florida, has received notice from the 
department at Washington that after 
March 1 no guides, possemen or informers 
would be employed and that raiding would 
only be carried on by regularly appointed 
deputy collectors. 

Phe revenue ent, having only eight 
deputy collectors under him for raiding 
purposes, will aid the counties undertaking 
to enforce their laws locally. 

Experience has demonstrated that it is 
almost useless to send these officers into 
counties where they fail to receive the co- 
operation of citizens and county officials. 
Cuunties where the citizens and officials 
give their co-operation are first entitled 
to the services of the federal officers. 

There are approximately twenty coun- 
ties for each deputy collector; therefore, 
you will readily understand that it is im- 
possible for one deputy collector to cover 
his territory and suppress illicit distilling 
and the illicit sale of whisky without the 
hearty co-operation ,of citizens and local 
officials. 

I, therefore, deemed it advisable to fur- 

nish you this information in order that you 
might bring the same to the attention of 
the citizens, juries and officials of the 
counties of your circuit or county, as the 
case may be. 
It is my belief that, with the co-opera- 
tion of the citizens, juries and local au- 
thorities, aided by efficient federal offi- 
cers, illicit distilling, commonly known as 
‘“moonshining,” would soon peaeemeler be 
a thing of the past in Georgia. 

To suppress such violations only upright, 
competent officers will be sent out by the 
revenue agents and the collector’s office, 
and what is known as stool pigeons, in- 
formers a branch-walkers' will no longer 
e employed. 

Ween request of local authorities of any 
county a deputy collector will be sent at 
the earliest practicable moment.

those with whom he talked, that he 
was on the ground to help organize op- 
position to the president’s desires. 

Mr. Bryan, in his address tonight, 
which was before the Washington 
Economic club, did not mention the 
armed ship controversy. He made a 
peace speech, but referred to President 
Wilson only once, and then indirectly. 

Why Vote Was Postponed. 

House leaders advanced many rea- 
sons in support of their decision | 
against a vote today or Monday on 
the recommendation of the foreign af- 
fairs committee that the McLemore 
warning resolution be tabled. Promi- 
nent among them was the failure of 
the rules committee to agree after a 
long session on what sort of rule 
should be brought in to govern debate. 
Acting Chairman Pou and Represen- 
tative Garrett, of the committee, went 
to the white house tonight to discuss 
that feature with President Wilson. 

Representatives Pou and Garrett 
would not discuss details of the con- 
ference, but it was learned that the 
.president insisted there be no unneces- 
igary .delay in reaching a vote in the 
| house. The president takes the posi- 
‘tion that foreign nations must be in- 
‘formed quickly and emphatically that 
the majority in congress stands by him. 
The two committeemen replied that the 
‘rules committee would meet Monday, 
and that arrangements probably could 
be made for a vote Tuesday. They 
were unable to. predict, however, 
whether the vote would be taken on the 
McLemore resolution or a subetitute. 

Kitchin Making Trouble. } 

Other reasons contributing ¢o the 
delay included: 

Insistence of some democrats, in- 
cluding Majority Leader Kitchin, that 
instead of voting on the foreign af- 
fairs committee recommendation to 
table Representative McLemore’s reso- 
lution, there be reported a substitute 
requiring a straight vote on a warn- 
ing resolution. 

' Absence of many democratic mem- 
bers from Washington on week-end 
trips. 

Unwillingness by Speaker Olark to 
entertain a tabling motion én Mon- 
day, which is unanimous consent day. 

Pleas of Indiana democrats that no 
vote be taken before the Indiana pri- 
maries are held next Tuesday. 

The desire of many members for the 
longest possible delay in the hope that 
they never will have to go on record 
on the proposition. 

Doubt as to the temper of republican 
members. 

Soon after the house convened to- 
day Acting Chairman Pou announced 
that his committee had decided there 
should be no vote until Monday. Then 
Speaker Clark added to the perplexities 
of those in charge of the president’s 
fight by announcing he would not 
recognize a motion to bring the pro- 
posal up Monday because it was unani- 
mous consent day. 

Rules Committee in‘ Session. 


An informal meeting of democratic 
mémbers of the rules committee, Ma- 
jority Leader Kitchin, Chairman 
Flood, of the foreign affairs committee, 
and the speaker followed. In the course 
of a lively two-hour session on the 
question of framing a rule, Mr. Kitchin 
brought forward his proposal for a 
straight warning resolution. The presi- 
dent’s backers refused to entertain the 
suggestion. The attitude of the admin- 
istration was plainly, they said, for 
killing the McLemore resolution on the 
floor and making an end of the whole 
matter, 

In addition to fearing the result of a 
democratic vote on a straight warning 
resolution administration leaders frank- 
ly admit they are unwilling to take 
chances on what the republicans would 
do with such a proposal.

Administration leAders expressed 
confidence that no influence that Mr. 
Bryan might bring to bear would de- 
feat the president’s determination. 

Bailey Assures Bryan, 

Mr. Bailey said he assured Mr. Bryan 
that at heart there was an overwhelm- 
ing majority in congress favorable to 
the warning resolution, but that he 
made no prediction as to what the vote 
would be. 

“Our talk lasted only a few minutes,” 
Mr. Bailey said. “It was not a confer- 
ence for thé purpose of arranging a 
fight on the house floor. Of course, 
Mr. Bryan is interested, just as any 
other citizen is interested, in the Mc- 
Lemore resolution, but he certainly wil! 
not come to the capital and make a 
personal fight on it. His attitude to- 
wards the senate action yesterday was 
one of amusement. * He referred to it 
laughingly. He certainly did not con- 
sider it a victory for those who are op- 
posing warning passengers against 
boarding armed ships. 

“We talked only generally about the 
house situation. He wanted to know 
if we were going to vote today, and I 
told him no. Then he remarked about 
the events of the last 36 hours, as any 
other citizen would.” 

Representative Heflin, of Alabama, 
an administration house leader; said he 

derstood Mr. Bryan came here to “de- 

ver a lecture.’’ Representative Sher- 
ley, another administration leader, 
smiled. Chairman Flood was more em- 
phatic. 

“He can’t beat the tabling of this 
resolution if he tries,” he said. ' 
Calm Reigns in Senate. 

So far as the senate was concerned 
agitation over the issue had calmed 
down almost completely tonight and 
the general opinion on yesterday's 
vote tabling all resolutions relating 
to the subject was that the senate hac 
shown that its attitude was strongly 
against any § interference with the 
president in diplomatic negotiations on 
the submarine consroversy. 

Discussion in the senate was resum- 
ed by Senator Lodge, who took issue 
with assertions made yesterday that 
Great Britain had advised her citizens 
to keep off belligerent boats during the 
Russian-Jepanese war. He read into 
the record a letter from the British am- 
bassador saying no such order had been 
given. 

Senator McCumber, republican, dis- 
cussed his warning resolution reintro- 
duced yesterday after it had been ta- 
bled with other measures on the sub- 
ject, but he had no opportunity to call 
it up for action. 

Under the liberal rules of the senate, 
further discussion of the armed ship or 
almost any other question may crop up 
from time to time in the future, par- 
ticularly as Senator Gore and others 
sharing his views insist tnat yesterday’: 
vote technically was not a victory for 
the president. There never has been 
much uneasiness about sentiment in the 
senate, however, and the prime object 
of the administration is to kill once 
and for all agitation in the house. 


Victory in Senate Not Mixed. 


To claims of a mixed victory in the 
senate yesterday and to contentions of 
the anti-administration forces that the 
senate evaded voting on tabling the 
Gore resolution itself, through a com- 
plexed parliamentary situation, the ad- 
ministration leaders today pointed to 
the official congressional re¢ord of the 
senate proceedings. . 

The vote was on the following by 
Senator James: 

“TI move that the resolution and all 
substitutes for it, and amendments to 
it, be laid upon the table, and upon that 
motion I demand the yeas and nays.” 

Upon that motion the senate voted, 
and it was carried by 68 to 14, and by 
that majority the senate decided there 
should be no legislation whatever on 
the question of warning Americans off 
armed ships. 

The leaders pointed to the record to- 
day to bear evidence that their victory 
was clean-cut and complete. 

Administration officials said today 
that practically all senators who voted 
yesterday to table the Gore resolution, 
were votfg for the president’s policy, 
and that should the house fail to vote 
to uphold the president in decisive 
form the fight might be carried back 
to the senate for a direct vote to defeat 
the McCumber resolution warning 
Americans off armed ships of belliger- 
ent nations. They expressed confidence 
that complete victory would follow such 
a course. - 

GERMAN EVIDENCE 
ON WAY TO WASHINGTON. . 

Washington, March 4.—-Secretary 
Lansing announced today that the ap- 
pendices to the German ships were 
regarding armed merchant ships were 
on board the steamship Rotterdam, due 
tomorrow in New York. 

Secretary Lansing’s announcement 
was based on a cablegram from Am- 
bassador Page, at London.’ The ap- 
pendices contain photographic copies 
of what the German government con- 
tends are confidential instructions to 
commanders of British merchant ships 
armed for defensive purposes to at- 
tack submarines. Upon those instruc- 
tions Germany based her declaration of 
intentions to treat as warships armed 
merchant ships of her enemies. 

The attitude,of the state department 
toward the German declaration will be 
definitely determined after officials 
have had an opportunity to study the 
appendices.

SAYS ADAMSON 


To Fail to Support Presi- 
dent Wilson in Handling 
Diplomatic Issues— All 
Georgians Will Support 
President. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)— 
Representative Adamson told the house 
today that failure to support President 
Wilson in his handling of diplomatic 
issues at this time bordered danger- 
ously on “sedition and,treason.” He 
took the position that sterference by 
congress would be ill-timed and un- 
warranted, embarrassing to the admin- 
istration and disastrous to the country. 

All the Georgians will oppose any 
meddling with the submarine contro- 
versy by congress, including those 
members who originally, were disposed 
to favor a resolution warning Amer- 
icans to abstain from traveling on 
armed ships of belligerents, and those 
who, even now, feel that the sinking 
of such ships would not be sufficient 
grounds for breaking off relations with 
the Teutonic powers. 

The prevailing opinion among: Geor- 
gia congressmen is that the failure of 
this government to uphold the principle 
of the freedom of the seas would be 
construed as national weakness. To 
permit merchant vessels armed for de- 
fense only to be attacked and destroy- 
ed would lead to unarmed vessels be- 
ing sunk with impunity. It would 
license the Teutonic allies to sink any 
ship regardless of its character, its 
conduct or its cargo. Such a situation 
would be an unspeakable crime, and in- 
tolerable to the people of the nation. 


Almost Treason, Says Adamson. 
Mr. Adamson said, in part: ° 


“An intolerable situation has been 
brought about, liable to prove not only 
embarrassing to the administration, but 
disastrous to the country. Consider- 
ing the constitutional duties of the 
president in the premises and the entire 
absence of the duty or propriety on the 
part of congress to interfere therewith, 
it amounts almost to sedition or trea- 
son not only to fail to support the ad- 
ministration, but actually to antagonize 
to such an extent as to persuade foreign 
nations that we are not sincere, that 
we are not in earnest, that the attitude 
of the president is not supported by 
congress or the people, and therefore 
may be despised and treated with con- 
tempt.’ 

in iny judgment the surest way to 
precipitate trouble for our country is 
tor any considerable number of con- 
gressmen or people to persist in that 
attitude of antagonism to the president. 
The surest way to continue our peace- 
ful relations with the world, maintain 
our absolute neutrality: and preserve 
the prosperity of our people is for con- 
gress to abstain from interference with 
the rightful functions of the executive 
and permit him, as he has successfully 
done for the past eighteen months, to 
conduct the foreign affairs of this gov- 
erninent, protect the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens on the high seas, without 
complicity or participation in the dev- 
astating war ravaging Europe. Those 
who would interfere with his preroga- 
tives now would rob the country of the 
blessings consequent upon the consis- 
tent course of the president during the 
past eighteen months in avoiding com- 
plications through the exercise of con- 
Ssummate wisdom and statesmanship.

It would 
be a blot upon the fair escutcheon of 
this country such as has not darkened 
the fame of any civilized nation since 
the dawn of history.

“Our country for eighteen months has 
escaped the burden and horror of war 
through the exercise of executive pre- 
rogatives a a president in whom we 
repose implicit confidence, and never 
was there any doubt or difficulty about 
his continuing to lead us successfully 
through the dangers lurking on every 
hand until this volunteer suggestion of 
interference began to be heard here and 
elsewhere.

Beban Picture Has Premiere 
_ Before Inmates of Prison 


By Britt Craig. 

“An Alien,” the big George Beban 
picture that is to open a. three-day 
engagement at the Georgiafi theater 
tomorrow, had its Atlanta premiere at 
federal prison yesterday afternoon, 
where it was witnessed by more than 
1,200 prisoners, outsiders and newspa- 
per men. 

It is a picture that will bring you 
to tears—if you be human. ‘ 

It is doubtful that if Beban has ever, 
in his career, attained a greater tri- 
umph than in “An Alien,” which is the 
film adaptation of his “At the Sign 
of the Rose,” in which Atlanta has 
often seen him on the stage. 

The films enable him to convey as 
great pathos, wistful humor and dra- 
matic force, perhaps, as on the stage— 
all of his personality endures; there is 
only the voice lacking. But the ab- 
sence of vocal expression is made up 
in giving unlimited scope to enact- 
ment; a freedom that enables the ac- 
tors to tell the complete narrative 
without restriction. 

Thomas H. Ince, the picture’s direc- 
tor, has taken full advantage of this. 
The fullness of detail in character por- 
trayal and fidelity to ‘‘atmosphere” are 
some of the production’s most outs 
standing ag The audience is car- 
ried into the heart of “Little Italy,” 
New York’s Italian quarter, where 
Pietro, the character created and made 
famous by Beban, lives with his lonely 
child, Rosa. 

The picture’s adherence to reality in 
“atmosphere” and type was proved 
when Italian prisoners in Saturday’s 
audience recognized scenes in their 
home quarter of the big metropolis, 
Siving voice to their surprise with ex- 
clamations of-delight. There are scores 
of Italians confined in the place, in- 
cluding Lupo the Wolf, the notorious 
counterfeiter, and his gang, who were 


captured in the very territory in which 
the picture was staged. 

There were tears crowding the eyes 
of not a few of the hardened prison- 
ers when the picture approached the 
final reels, and Pietro, at Christmas 
time, lost his little Rosa, the only 
flower of his heart. Then there would 
be laughter when the comedy relief 
was provided by the appearance of the 
police headquarters “fly cops,” so faith- 
ful to type that they needed no in- 
troduction to the men in prison who 
ad often faced just such characters 
efore. 

“An Atien” is one of the most emo- 
tional dramas I have seen in months. 
It is wholesomely emotional—the idea 
of sex never enters it. The theme is 
wrapped around a quaint, simple old 
Italian's devotion to his little child, 
the girl who serves as wife, mother 
and family to him—kKeeps his house, 
mends his. clothes—loves him. 

There are many angles to  it,. of 
course, enough to Keep the dramatic 
interest sustained. This adds excite- 
ment to the pathos of the story. There 
are many big ecenes, notably the ac- 
cident to Rosa that causes her death, 
where a huge touring car, at top speed, 
skids the slippery pavement in a wide. 
dangerous circle and collides with the 


\little body. 


The mob. scenes when the frenzied 
Italians seek the life of the driver who 
killed one of their little ones could 
be produced only by a Tom Imce. In 
detail and magnitude, in dramatic in- 
tensity and picturesqueness of char- 
acters, I have seen little 
stuff’ to compare with this scene. 

The picture is released by the Para- 
mount Pictures Corporation. Ince has 
surrounded Beban with a good cast, al- 
though not as good as the picture lover 
would prefer to see in support of a man 
of his ability. But one forgets any 
shortcomings in the cast 
lime performance of Pietro. 


MAYORS ARE IN FAVOR 
OF MILITARY TRAINING 


And They Urge Fleet to Make 
United States First Naval 
Power of the World. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 4.—The two-day 
conference of mayors on national de- 
fense, at its final business session this 
afternoon, adopted resolutions declar- 
ing for universal military training and 
for the construction of a nav that 
would make the United States tne first 
navai power in the world. 

The resolutions also declare arsenals 
and munition making plants should be 
located at places distant from either 
coast or the Mexican or Canadian 
boundaries and also call for the mobili- 
zation of the physical resources of the 
country, the standardization of war ma- 
terials and the organization of trans- 
portation services. ; 

During the afternoon Henry A. Wise 
Wood, of New York, in an address, 
dwelt upon the need of a large navy, 
and a ietter from Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, was read,‘in which Mr. Gom- 
pers said organized labor was for pre- 
paredness, provided the cost of procur- 
ing and supporting it was equally dis- 
tributed. 

“The organized labor movement will 
not permit the establishment of agen- 
cies for defense that can ever be used 
for the oppression of the people,” the 
letter said. “In times past the state 
militia have been used as strike-break- 
ing agencies, Organized labor will 
make determined opposition to any plan 
that does not make provision for the 
protection of their industrial as well as 
their civic rights. 

“The burden of taxation for prepar- 
edness must not fall upon the poor. 
Additional revenues can better be pro- 
vided by changes in the income tax, so 
graduated as to fall heaviest upon those 
best able to pay.” 

A banquet tonight at which the lead- 
ing speakers were George W. Wicker- 
sham, former attorney general; Miss 
Anne Morgan, of New York, and Mayor 
William Hale Thompson, of Chicago, 
closed the conference. 

Mayor Thompson in his address advo- 
cating preparedness said: 

“We may indulge in. smug compla- 
cency over our alleged neutrality, but 
we cannot hide the ugly fact that our 
people are contributing to the horrors 
of the conflict through. the stream of 
death dealing munitions going from our 
shores to European battlefields vA. 
gally we are within our rights 4n tak- 
ing this business, but it leaves us in 
a weak position to invoke the golden 
rule if we should be attacked.’ 

Miss Morgan in an address before a 
woman's club here sm, said the wom- 
en of the country should begin a cam- 
paign of education looking toward uni- 
versal military service. 

“In the present. crisis the woman's 
part must be idealistic and creative,” 
Miss Morgan said, “otherwise American 
women could not pass on te their chil- 
dren the right ideals of honor. 

“It is to the women to force upon 
the nation a realization that universal 
military service is the cornerstone of 
the nation’s existence. Women demand 
equality——then they must share an equal 
part when the demand upon them comes 
in a crisis. 

“Tt is in our hands to arouse Me en- 
Ours is the educational] 
problem in which the home is the first 
field. Immediate action is demanded of 
the women of America. 

“Let us so arouse public opinion up- 
on the need of preparedness that noth- 
ing can stand against it. We shall 
help to arouse the world to prepared- 
ness, not to meet war, but to preserve 
peace.”

NEW ORGANIZATION 


~ BY IRISH-AMERICANS 


“Friends of Irish Freedom’’ to 
Fight British Influence if 
the United States. 


———— 


New York, March 4.—A new national 
organization to be known as. the 
“Friends of Irish Freedom” was formed 
here tonight by prominent Irishmen 
from all parts of the country, in at- 
tendance at a conference called to out- 
line the attitude they believe the Irish 
of the United States shoumMl assume 
toward Great Britain. 

The organization will be governed by 
a national committee of sixty members, 
with an executive committee of twelve. 
National conventions will be held twice 
a year, or oftener, it was announced. 
Any person of Irish extraction who 
“sympathizes with the country in her 
aspirations for independence” is eligible 
to membership. 

The objects of the organization, as 
announced by Captain John T. Ryan, 
chairman of the committee which work- 
ed out the details, will be “to encour- 
age and dassist any movement for the 
national freedom of Ireland, and to 
aid in the industrial development of 
the country as well as in the revival of 
the be literature, music and cus- 
toms of the Gaels.” 

Officers elected upon recommenda- 
tion of the nominating committee were: 
Justice John W. Goff. president; Dr. 
Thomas Addis Emmet, Victor Herbert, 
Judge O’Neil Ryan, Monsignor Henry 
A. Brann and Joseph McLaughlin, vice 
presidents; Thomas H. Kelly, treasurer, 
and John D. Moore, secretary. All are 
New Yorkers except Judge Ryan, who 
lives in St. uis, and Mr. McLaughlin, 
whose home is in Philadelphia. 

In opening the convention, Justice 
John W. Goff, of the New York su- 
preme court, said there was a prop- 
aganda in this country to involve the 
United States in war with Germany, 
denounced American citizens who “for 
pleasure or profit wantonly expose 
themselves” on ships in. the war zone, 
“and declared that their action should 
not be allowed to involve the whole na- 
tion in war.” 

Justice Goff said the Irish people 
were not loyal to Great Britain. “Ex- 
cept on irrefragible evidence,” he said, 
“we refuse to believe that the Irish 
people have renounced their allegiance 
to Irelandy for the reasons that all 
manifestations of free thought have 
been drastically suppressed in Ireland, 
and that the maintenance of a huge 
garrison is found necessary to overawe 
the people when the army is needed 
elsewhere. Therefore, we in America 
have a right to express the truth and 
in doing so to express our knowledge 
of the falsity of the statement made 
in the British house of commons that 
95 per cent of the Trish in America 
were in favor of England in the pres- 
ent conflict.” 


World-Wide War Outcome 


Of Rejection of Christ, 
Says Cardinal Bourne 


London, March 4.—Cardinal Francis 
Bourne, archbishop of Westminster, in 
a Lenten pastoral letter, declared: 

“The world-wide war is the outcome, 
not of the failure, but of the rejection 
of Christianity.” 

There is, he said, no nation guiltless 
in this respect. "’England, indeed,” the 
cardinal stated, ‘“‘will be preserved from 
such forgetfulness of the teachings of 
Christ as to proclaim, as part of pub- 
lic policy, that moral evil is non- 
existent where the interests of the 
state are concerned and that all means, 
right or wrong, honorable or dishonor- 
able, may be employed when the needs 
of the country dergand them. But 
England has had her part, and a great 
and leading part, in the revolt against 
the fundamental tenets of Christianity 
in the sixteenth century and the sub- 
sequent logical rationalization of re- 
in sO many nations has 
destroyed Christianity altogether.”

Bring Real Independence 
to the Farmer. 


Washington, March 4.—Senator 
Fletcher, of Florida; chairman of the 
joint committee of congress which 
framed the administration rural 
credits bill, made a speech in the sen- 
ate today outlining the provisions of 
the measure and declaring its passage 
would “furnish a sound basis for 
financing the farm and bring real, to 
take the piace of fancied, independ- 
ence to the farmer.” 

The senator defended the constitu- 
tionality of the rural credits measure, 
citing numerous decisions in support 
of his position. He referred to recent 
statements by Comptroller Williams 
regarding high interest rates charged 
in many states and presented a letter 
ffom the Florida commission of agri- 
culture estimating that loans to farm- 
ers in that state cost the borrowers, 
Sn a attendant expenses, an aver- 
age of 12 per cent. 

The federal reserve act, Senator 
Fletcher said, was so drawn that if 
every national banking association in 
the country loaned up to the maxi- 
mum permitted on farm land the total 
would not exceed $450,000,000, where- 
as outstanding farm mortgages 
amount to more than $2,000,000,000. 

“Before we can have good agricul- 
ture,” continued Senator Fletcher, 
“the grip of the factor, the 
and the banker, the inevitable 
of our past financial system, 0o 
credit of the farmers must be loo 
ed. This present control of credit in 
terferes with, if it does not make im- 
possible, wise diversification of crops 
and the conservation of the soil. 

“If we persist in supporting a bur- 
densome and inadequate system of 
finance and land devglopment and a 
total lack of system in blind, hap- 
hazard, wasteful distribution. such as 
now obtain, we will not need a colos- 
sal and ghastly disaster such as 
Europe is, experiencing to bring about 
our extinction. 

“This bill will bring real, to take 
place of fancied, independence to the 
farmer. It will enable him to increase 
the productive capacity of his farm: 
to co-onerate with other producers, to 
co-ordinate supply with demand; to 
establish a voice in determining the 
market price of his products. It will 
make farming pay.”

JUDGE ELLIS REVERSED 
BY THE SUPREME COURT 


Decision Involves an Interest- 


ing Principle of Insur- 
ance Law. 


The decision in the case of Goldberg 
vs. Provident Washington Insurance 
company, just rendered by the supreme 
court of Georgia, and reversing the de- 
cision of Judge W. D. Ellis, of Fulton 
superior court, involves an interesting 
principle of insurance law, which has 
been frequently involved in fire insur- 
ance litigation. 

A verdict had been rendered in favor 
of the defendant, under the charge of 
Judge Ellis, which imposed upon the 

laintifg the burden of the initiative 
n bringing about the appraisement 
contemplated by the insurance contract. 

The charge of the court was also 
complained of on the ground that cer- 
tain sections of the code of Georgia 
with reference to fraud were not per- 
tinent under testimony showing over- 
statement of losses or damages, made 
by the plaintiff in his suit on the policy, 
vr false statements in his testimony 
upon the trial of the case. 

The supreme court in reversing thes 
decision of Judge Ellis held that.the 
provisions of the policy of fire insur- 
ance with reference to appraisal do not 
make an appraisement a condition 
precedent to recovery in the absence of 
a demand for such appraisement, and 
that there is no duty on the part of 
the insured to take the initiative in 
bringing about an appraisement. 

The decision of the supreme court 
also held that over-statement of losses 
and damages made by the insured in 
his petition filed in the suit on the 
policy, or false statements in his testi- 
mony, given on the trial of the case, 
would not work a forfeiture of his 
rights under the policy, although that 
instrument contained a provision that 
the policy should be void if the insured 
concealed or misrepresented any ma- 
terial fact or circumstances or in case 
of any fraud or false swearing by the 
insured in any matter relating to the 
to aatin whether before or after a 
Oss.

Joe Brown Urges 
Farmers of State 
To Grow More Corn 


In Letter to Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce Former 
Governor Tells of His Dif- 
ficulty in Getting Georgia 
Product. 


A strong argument for crop diversi- 
fication and the cultivation of more 
corn and wheat, is seen in the letter 
just received by the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce from former Governor 
Joseph M. Brown, in which reference is 
made to the difficulty he is experienc- 
ing in getting corn. He adds that it 
will be necessary for him to go out of 
the state for the product, although he 
much prefers Georgia corn and wheat. 

This state’s product is declared to 
be better than that of other states for 
the manufacture of meal and flour, and 
the author of the letter would welcome 
the opportunity to make all of hfs pur- 
chases in the state of Georgia, so that 
the wheat and flour going from his 
mill might be really Georgia products. 

An idea of the extensive operations 
being conducted at the Cherokee mills, 
in Cherokee county, is contained in the 
letter of Mr. Brown, which explains 
the precautions which he is taking to 
turn out meal and flour which will re- 
flect credit on the state and create a 
wide demand for the Cherokee mills’ 
output. 

The matter is one in which the state 
chamber of commerce is vitally inter- 
ested in that it realizes the importance 
of diversified crops with much land de- 
voted to corn and wheat. 

Governor Brown’s Letter. 

The letter follows: | 


Canton, Ga., February 25, 1916—Mr. 
Charles J. Haden, President Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Atlanta, Ga.—My dear 
Mr. Haden: Referring to our conversation 
on the train some weeks ago, will state 
that I now have the Cherokee mills in 
operation. 

At the school on Little river, about one 
mile above where it empties into the Eto- 
wah, where there have been mills since 
about 1835, I have a dam 187 feet from 
shore to shore and 11% feet high. The 
water power is stated to be more than 300 
horsepower per day. 

The mill house is 54 feet by 31 feet, and 
is two stories high. In this house I have 
mills for grinding corn and wheat. The 
mille are driven by a turbine wheel of 125 
horsepower. There is also a turbine wheel 
of 85 horsepower which drives the elec- 
trical machinery which operates the gins 
in a house 90 feet distant, and also fur- 
nishes lights for the buildings and for the 
grounds adjoining. 

We make whole wheat flour and first- 
grade water-ground meal. 

“Corn Scourer.”’ 

I have just installed a “corn 
which thoroughly cleamses the corn before 
it goes into the hopper to be ground. The 
corn, when cleaned, looks beautifully clear 
and shines as if polished, and there is a 
striking contrast when one looks at the 
husks, silks, fragments of cobs and real 
dirt which has been taken off of it. I 
have been startled to note how much dirt 
goes into the ordinary meal that we eat. 
1 did not realize it until I saw the work 
of the corn scourer. 

I am sending you today one 24-pound 
sack of flour and one 24-pound sack of 
meal; also one 12-pound sack of flour and 
one 12-pound sack of meal. I trust that 
you will use the flour and meal from the 
24-pound sacks for your own table, using 
the smaller ones as you wish. 

You doubtless remember that you sug- 
gested to me that I put up the flour and 
meal in small sacks. I have found this a 
splendid suggesiion, for practically all we 
ship to Atlanta is wanted in 12-pound 
sacks,

Georgia Product. 

I will remark that the flour and meal 
I have sent you are made of Georgia grain, 
ground at a Georgia water mill. I antici- 
pate, however, to my regret, that I will 
soon have to buy both wheat and corn in 
Tennessee. I do not wish to go north of 
Tennessee, for, certainly, corn, since the 
farther north we go the softer we find 
the grain of the corn to be. If I could 
get it in sufficient quantities, I would use 
only Georgia corn, inasmuch as our sea- 
sons for growing [t are longer, hence the 
sun hardens the ‘grain more than in lIat- 
itudes northward, and It takes hard corn 
to make the best meal. I have been grati- 
fied to note that considerably more wheat 
was planted in this part of Cherokee coun- 
ty last fall than has been planted for a 
number of years, and the reason every 
planter gives is that he found that this 
roller mill was really being built. 

If every farmer would plant enough of 
wheat to raise his own flour, I care not 
whether all of them patronize my mill, 
they will immensely benefit themselves and 
thus the state. 

In conclusion, with assurance of my

SUPREME COURT RULES 
ON CONFLICTING LAWS 


Adjusts Conflict of Opinions 
Between Judges Ellis 
and Bell. 


An interesting situation arising out 
of conflicting opinions of two superior 
court judges presiding over the same 
court is illustrated by the decision of 
the supreme court of Georgia in the 
case of Georgia Terminal company Vs. 
Temple Baptist church, in which the 
decision of the supreme court of Geor- 
gia has just been handed down, re- 
versing the decision of Judge EHnis, of 
Fulton superior court. 

The case involves liability for the 
alteration of the grade of a street and 
the element of damages to owners of 

roperty on the same street, but not 
mmediately abutting on the changed 
grade. 

A similar situation was presented in 
Fulton superior court in the case of 
Rev. A. C. Ward vs. Georgia Terminal 
company, which was tried by Judge 
George IL. Bell, who held that under 
the law no damage could be recov- 
ered except by owners of mews im- 
mediately abutting upon the altered 
grade, and the decision of Judge Bell 
was affirmed by the supreme court of 
Georgia, all the justices concurring. 

Before the decision in the Ward case 
had been handed down by the supreme 
court a similar case, involving the 
identical principle, and in which the 
plaintiff was Rev. A. C. Ward, pastor 
of Temple Baptist church, and the 
Georgia Terminal company was defend- 
ant, was tried by Judge W. D. Ellis, of 
Fulton superior court, who held, under 


practically: the same evidence, that the 
plaintiff would be entitled to s. 
although his property was separated by 
an peut ita street from the altered 
zrade, 

The decision of the supreme court 
reversing Judge Ellis and affirming the 
decision of Judge Bell establishes the 
law of the case in Georgia as confining 
damages in such circumstances to the 
owners of abutting property.

Mayor Pro Tem. Armistead 
Withholds Signature From 
Warehouse Vouchers. 
Chambers Says Debts Are 
Honest. 


Following the refusal of Mayor Pro 
Tem. Jesse W. Armistead to sign the 
vouchers for the salary of the ware- 
house keeper and expenses incurred in 
making alterationg in that building, 
Purchasing Agent W. E. Chambers yes- 
terday dispensed with the services of 
Hardy Padgett, recently selected for 
the position of keeper of the ware- 
house. 

In severing Mr. Padgett’s affiliation 
_ with the city government, the purchas- 
ing agent declared that the retiring 
warehouse Keeper had given satisfac- 
tory service, but that it would be un- 
fair to him to allow him to continue 
his work when there is no prospect that 
he will be paid for his labor. In the 
action of the acting mayor Saturday, 
Mr. Chambers saw the death of a ware- 


It was known that the mayor was 
opposed to the warehouse plan, and 


‘Mr. Armistead’s action was taken out 


of courtesy to the chief executive of 
the city. One of the latter’s last re- 
quests upon his departure from Atlanta 
was that if the warehouse vouchers 
were presented during his absence they 
be held up pending his return, This 
is taken to mean that had the vouch- 
ers been presented to Mayor James G. 
Woodward his action would have been 
similar to that of the acting mayor. 

The vouchers had the approval of the 
chairman of the finance committee, 
said Mr. Chambers, and were included 
in the finance sheet for the year. The 
amount involved was $120, including 
the salary of Mr. Padgett for two 
weeks and bills for work incident to 
repairing windows and lights for the 
protection of 6,000 barrels of cement. 
The cement was ordered charged to lat- 
eral sewers. 

“The work has been done,” said Mr. 
Chambers, “and the city owes the 
money for it. The bills must be paid, 
and it is a certainty that I am not 
going to vay them. But I didn’t care 
to keep Mr. Padgett with the pros- 
pects pointing to a continual wrangle 
and with it appearing to be a certainty 
that the warehouse plan is doomed.

“Atlanta needs this warehouse, but 
there’s too much opposition to the plan 
to give it a chance,” said Mr. Cham- 
bers.

The: annual report of Secretary J.. P. 
Faulkner, of the W..G. Raoul Founda- 
tion, recently completed and read be-: 
fore the meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of that institution, contains much 
of interest to the public generally. 

The foundation, whose work is the

has direct supervision for the state of 
Georgia’ of the annual Red Cross 
Christmas seal campaign. The tota! 
sales for the season just passed, accora- 
ing to Mr. Faulkner’s report, amounted 
to; $8,956.77, as against $6,447.86 in 1914, 
showing a net increase of over $2,000. 

Two Georgia cities, Atlanta and De-* 
catur, have won pennants in their re- 
spective classes this year, and have 
presented their claims in this connec- 
tion to the National Anti-Tuberculosis 
association. . 

Of the amount raised in Georgia, only 
10 per cent goes to the national organ- 
ization, while 80 per cent is used in 
the specific localities where it is raised, 
and the other 10 per cent goes to the 
foundation for general state work. 

The report of Mr. Faulkner contains 
developments of the past two months, 
showing the constantly increasing ac- 
tivities of the association. During this 
time he has delivered twenty-nine lec- 
tures in twenty-one different parts of 
the state. 

Much praise is given to the work of 
Miss Chloe Jackson, official nurse of 
the association, and as an evidence of 
her ability, she was recently appointed 
one of a committee of twelve nurses 
of national reputation by the national 
association to consider a standard 
course on tuberculosis for nurses’ train- 
ing schools. 

Miss Jackson spent the month of Jan- 
uary with the association in Atlanta, 
and during that time gave twenty-two 
lectures at the Training school, and 
made 150 visits to the homes of tuber- 
cular patients. The past month she 
has been in Rome investigating condi- 
tions there, compiling data, giving lec- 
tures, as well as visiting the tubercular 
patients. 

A directory of ithe work in Georgia 
has just been revised and perfected by 
Mr. Faulkner, at the request of the 
National association, which required 
considerable correspondence and pa- 
tient work on the part of the secretary. 
- summary of its contents is given be- 
ow: 

Organizations doing state-wide anti- 
tuberculosis work: The W. G. Raoul 
foundation. 

Eleven organizations in the state are 
doing local work, as follows: The Raoul 
foundation committee, Albany; the 
Hospital association, Americus; the An- 
ti-Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurses’ as- 
sociation, Atlanta; Associated Charities, 
Augusta; Raoul foundation committee, 
Brunswick; District Nurses’ associa- 
tion, Columbus; committee of the 
Lesche club, Dalton; American Red 
Cross chapter, Macon; Raoul founda- 
tion committee, Rome; Margaret Bot- 
tome circle, Kings’ Daughters, Savan- 
nah; tubercylosis committee of the 
Woman’s club, Thomasville. 

Clinics are conducted and nurses em- 
ployed by two organizations ’in the 
state, the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis and 
Visiting Nurses’ association, and the 
American Red Cross chapter in Macon. 

Organizations employing one nurse 
are two in number—the Margaret Bot- 
tome circle of the King’s Daughters, 
Savannah, and the Raoul foundation 
committee, Brunswick. 

There are three open-air schools ° 
operation, and one planned, as  fol- 
lows: Battle Hill sanatorium, Atlanta: 
Lee Street school, Atlanta, and Tenth 
Street school, Atlanta. Decatur is ap- 
propriating the Christmas seal money 
for the establishment of an open-air 
school. 

Sanatorium treatment is given in sev- 
en institutions throughout the state.

Sixty-Seven Members of the 
Southeastern Underwriters 
Association Are: Expected 
to Stop Business in That 
State Before End of Week.

Atlanta being the fire insurance 
mecca of the south, as well as head- 
quarters of the Southeastern Under- 
writers’ association, considerable inter- 
est is attached in local insurance cir- 
cles to the action last week of Gov- 
ernor Manning, of South Carolina, 
when he signed the “anti-compact” and 
“brokerage” acts, thereby making it 
impossible for the Southeastern Under- 
writers’ association to continue opera- 
tions in the Palmetto state. 

As predicted in The Constitution, de- 
spite local statements to the contrary, 
the fire insurance companies which are 
members of the association are now 
withdrawing frony business in South 
Carolina. By the middle of the week 
the association companies doing busi- 
ness in South Carolina, numbering 
about sixty-seven, will have with- 
drawn, it is expected... A number of the 
eighteen non-association companies op- 
erating in South Carolina are also mak- 
ing plans to withdraw from that state 
due to the two new laws, it is de- 
clared.

Edgar T. Gentry, southern general 
agent of the Fireman’s Fund Insurance 
company, returned to Atlanta Friday 
afternoon from a conference of south- 
ern general agents and executive of- 
ficers of the leading association com- 
panies, which was held in New York 
city. This conference was for the pur- 
pose of taking action on the South 
Carolina situation, which, it is said, is 
likely to work untold hardships on the 
jnsuring public of South ‘Carolina. 
Other Atlanta general agents who at- 
tended the New York conference were 
W. R. Prescott, of the Hartford; Dan B. 
Harris, of the Insurance Company of 
North America; W. E. Chapin, 8.. Y.. 
Tupper and Dowdell Brown. 

In consequence of the. conference of 
the executive committee of the South- 
eastern Underwriters’ association in, 
New York, resolutions were drafted to | 
the effect that the association with- ! 
draw from South Carolina in order to} 
protect its members from the alleged 
drastic measures. 

Act as Individual Company, 

However, any member-company of 
the association that withdraws from 
South Carolina territory will do so as 
an individual company. 

Also, at New York last week .while 
the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation was in session, an informal con- 
ference of the fire insurance companies. 
interested in South Carolina business 
was held and was fully attended by ex- 
ecutive officers and southern general 
agents. Reports from New York are 
that provisions of the new South Caro- 
lina Jaws and their probable effect not 
only in that state but in other states 
were very fully set forth. It was de- 
clared to be the ‘sense of the meeting 


that the insurance companies could not 
do business in South Carolina should | 
Governor Manning sign the “anti-com- | 
pact” and “brokerage” acts, which he 
has now done. 

The “anti-compact” law, so strenu- 
ously objected to by the insurance com- 
panies, prevents fire insurance com- 
panies or associations or partnerships 
doing a fire insurance business in the 
state entering into any compact or com- 
bination with any other fire insurance 
companies, associations or partnerships. 
The “brokerage” act implies heavy li- 
censes of $25 for each agent and 4 per 
cent additional on all premiums. 

Provisions of Bill. 


As to the provisions of the acts The 
Journal of Commerce comments inter- 
estingly as follows: 

“The intents and purposes of the bill are 
evidently to compel wide-open competitive 
conditions between all insurers. In con- 
trast to that provision, the bill also states 
ihat there shall be no discrimination in 
any manner with regard to rates, policy 
conditions or treatment of any assured in 
South Carolina by companies or their local 
representatives. This provision is even 
stretched so far as to cover the method of 
payment of premium, so that any agent 
may not extend credit to one customer un- 
less he extends credit to all for the same 
length of time. 

“The penalty for the use of rate books 
or common agents is a fine amd revoca- 
tion of the company’s or agent’s license. 
There is also provided e requirement that 
an affidavit by a resident representative | 
of each company shail be made each year, 
stating that the company represented has 
not in twelve months violated any of the 
provisions of the law. The maker of this 
statement is to be punished both by a fine 
of from $100 to $1,000 and by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for one year 
should it transpire that the statements 
made in the affidavit are incorrect. It is 
hardly supposable that a company could 
find a local agent rash jaouel to make
